Y,T  me  picture  to  you  the  footsore  Confederate  soldier  as,  buttoii- 

r/v^as   ing  up  in  his  faded  jacket  the  parole  which  was  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  his  children  of  his  fidelity  and  faith,  he  turned  his  face 
southward  from  Appomattox  in  April,   1865. 

Think  of  him  as — ragged,  half  starved,  heavy-hearted,  enfeebled  by 
wants  and  wounds,  having  fought  to  exhaustion — he  surrenders  his  guns, 
wrings  the  hands  of  his  comrades  in  silence,  and  lifting  his  tear-stained  and 
pallid  face  for  the  last  time  to  the  graves  that  dot  old  Virginia's  hills,  pulls 
his  gray  cap  over  his  brow  and  begins  the  slow  and  painful  journey.  What 
does  he  find  when,  having  followed  the  battle-stained  cross  against  over- 
whelming odds,  dreading  death  not  half  so  much  as  surrender,  he  reaches 
the  home  he  left  so  prosperous  and  beautiful? 

He  finds  his  house  in  ruins,  his  farms  devastated,  his  slaves  free,  his 
stock  killed,  his  barns  empty,  his  trade  destroyed,  his  money  worthless,  his 
social  system,  feudal  in  its  magnificence,  swept  away ;  his  people  without 
law  or  legal  status,  his  comrades  slain,  and  the  burdens  of  others  heavy  on 
his  shoulders. 

What  does  he  do — this  hero  in  gray  with  a  heart  of  gold  ?  Does  he  sit 
down  in  sullenness  and  despair?  Not  for  a  day.  Surely  God,  who  had 
stripped  him  of  his  prosperity,  inspired  him  in  his  adversity.  As  ruin  was 
never  before  so  overwhelming,  never  was  restoration  swifter.  The  soldier 
stepped  from  the  trenches  into  the  furrow;  horses  that  had  charged  Federal 
guns  marched  before  the  plow,  and  fields  that  ran  red  with  human  blood 
in  April  were  green  with  the  harvest  in  June;  .  .  .  from  the  ashes  left  us 
in  1864  we  have  raised  a  brave  and  beautiful  city;  somehow  or  other  we 
have  caught  the  sunshine  in  the  bricks  and  mortar  of  our  homes,  and  have 
builded  therein  not  one  ignoble  prejudice  or  memory.

WE  at  Ole  Miss  have  as  an  heritage  the 
grand  and  glorious  traditions  of  the  Old 
South,  with  its  slumberous  atmosphere  and 
its  jovial  life — movmg  as  though  there  was  a  pe- 
rennial existence  for  those  who  labored  here.

Yet,  no  sooner  than  the  hate  and  wrath 
of  battle  had  ended  the  remnant  of  this  "once  proud 
and  mighty  band"  began  its  work  of  reconstruc- 
tion, and,  today,  the  Alma  Mater  of  you  and  me, 
and  of  those  illustrious  sons  who  offered  their  all  in 
the  bloody  days  of  '61,  stands  as  an  uncrowned 
memento  to  their  undying  devotion  and  zeal.  Upon 
a  foundation  of  ruin  these  noble  followers  of  the 
Stars  and  Bars  builded  a  greater  life,  and  it  is  to 
their  memory  that  we  would  call  your  attention  in 
this  little  volume  and  ask  you  to  consider 
the  story  that  is  written  here  as  the 
result  of  their  tireless  labor.

The  University  of  Mississippi  is  rich  in  its  heritage  from  the  soldiers  of  the  "Lost  Cause." 
Around  Ole  Miss  traditions  of  the  Old  South  are  ever  present,  and  the  campus  atmosphere  re- 
flects the  influence  of  the  men  in  grey.  The  ties  that  bind  the  university  to  that  glorious  period 
of  the  sixties  are  more  than  mere  tradition,  for  students  of  Ole  Miss  made  glorious  many  a 
battlefield    in   that    memorable    struggle. 

On  the  field  of  (jcttysburg  lie  the  bonc^  of  boys  who  formed  "The  I'niversitv  Grevs,"  and 
throughout  Northern  \'irginia  are  mute  testimonials  to  the  bravery  of  lads  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mississippi.  On  February  28,  1861,  this  historic  company  was  organized  under  the 
command  of  \\'illiam  B.  Lowry.  It  was  assigned  to  service  in  the  Old  Dominion,  and  the 
sons  of  Ole  Miss  were  under  fire  at  the  first  battle  of  Manassas.  Through  suffering  and  pri- 
vation "The  University  Greys"  served  with  a  heroism  that  challenges  the  admiration  of  every 
loyal  soul  in  Dixie.  When  the  drums  beat  the  last  tattoo,  only  twent\-four  of  the  original  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  were  present  to  speak  the  final   farewell. 

"The  Uni\ersit>  (ire\s"  were  not  the  only  sons  of  Ole  Miss  who  went  to  battle  for  the 
rights  of  their  state.  It  is  estimated  that  four-fiiths  of  all  the  young  men  who  enrolled  in  the 
university  from  its  foundation  up  to  1861  served  under  the  "Conquered  Banner."  A  large  pro- 
portion of  these,  much  larger  than  the  average  of  Confederate  soldiers,  sacrificed  their  lives 
under  the  Stars  and  Bars.  Could  more  be  said  for  their  valor?  Men  abandoned  brilliant  careers 
for  a  chance  to  wear  the  gre\  through  four  years  of  incomparable  suffering,  privation,  and 
sorrow.     Guided  by  the  teachings  of  their  Alma  Mater,  they  gave  all   in  devotion  to  duty. 

While  her  students  were  fighting  on  many  far-flung  battle  lines,  the  luiiversity  buildings 
themselves  were  witnessing  the  horrors  of  war.  Early  in  the  struggle  the  line  of  Confederate 
defense  was  flung  across  Northern  Mississippi  within  a  few  miles  of  Oxford.     After  Shiloh  the 
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town  was  startled  bv  the  iiexvs  that  hundreds  of  wounded  Southerners  were  being  rushed  to 
the  universitv  buildings  which  were  to  be  converted  into  a  hospital.  This  was  the  first  of  the 
many   war   scenes  that  Oxford   witnessed   during  the   remainder  of  the  great  conflict. 

People  of  the  town  worked  unselfishly  to  provide  the  new  hospital.  Homes  were  stripped  of 
their  bedding,  and  hundreds  of  cots  were  placed  in  the  chapel.  Even  the  galleries  were  lined  with 
beds  for  the  wounded.  Here  in  this  historic  old  building  hundreds  of  soldiers  lay  suffering  from 
their  wounds.  The  small  brick  residence  on  the  circle  which  is  now  occupied  by  the  V.  M.  C.  A. 
secretary  was  used  as  the  morgue,  and  thus  came  to  bear  the  name  of  "The  Dead  House,"  a 
title  which  has  clung  to  it  through  the  years  that  have  followed.  The  Lyceum  was  used  as 
the  dispensary,  and  there  such  drugs  as  could  be  obtained  were  stored.  In  the  observatory  Doctor 
Eugene  \V.  Hilgard  distilled  alcohol  for  the  use  of  the  soldiers.  Molasses  and  other  local  products 
were  used  in  the  manufacture  of  this  rude  product.  Many  gallons  of  blackberry  cordial  were 
supplied  the  physicians  by  Dr.  Hilgard  during  the  period  of  the  first  Confederate  hospital  on 
the  campus. 

The  University  buildings  served  thrice  as  a  war  hospital.  Grant  invaded  Oxford  during 
the  period  of  the  first  Confederate  occupation  and  fought  a  victorious  battle  in  the  streets  of 
the  town.  The  Confederate  wounded  were  sent  to  Cirenada  before  CIrant's  advance  on  the  town, 
and  all  escaped  safely.  Grant  later  retreated  to  Memphis,  and  General  Forrest  occupied  this 
territory.  The  second  hospital  began  with  Grant's  capture  of  the  University,  while  Eorrest's 
advance  marked   its   end   and  the  beginning  of  the  third. 

Just  off  the  campus  is  a  small  cemetery  in  which  sleep  seven  hundred  gallant  warriors  who  died 
here  from  \v(ninds  received  in  battle.  A  fire  some  years  ago  destroyed  the  markers  over  the 
graves,  and  these  heroes  sleep  unknown  to  the  passerby  who  looks  with  admiration  upon  their 
resting  place.     A  simple  monument   stands  as  an   inade(|uate  memorial   to  their  deeds. 

The  University  buildings  were  well  protected  in  this  period  of  occupation,  evacuation,  and 
re-occupation  by  the  hostile  armies.  Although  Cirant  burned  Oxford  on  his  retreat,  he  spared 
everything  on  the  campus.  The  influence  of  Professors  Barnard  and  Hoynton,  who  were  in  the 
North,  and  of  Dr.  Hilgard,  who  guarded  the  University  property,  was  sufficient  to  save  the 
institution  from  the  ravages  of  war.  This  courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  commander 
has  preserved  the  observator)  and  physics  building,  the  Chapel,  the  Lyceum,  and  "The  Dead 
House,"  all  of  xvhich  are  mute  witnesses  to  the  suffering  and  sorrow  that  once  stalked  this 
beautiful   campus. 

Ole  Miss  re-opened  her  doors  as  an  educational  institution  in  1865,  rich  in  a  glorious  heritage. 
As  students  have  come  and  gone  they  have  felt  the  unbreakable  ties  that  bind  the  University 
to  the  best  ideals  of  the  days  "betoh  de  wah."  Across  the  years  there  seems  to  extend  a  hand 
of  brotherhood  between  those  first  alumni  and  the  students  of  today;  and  grandsons  bow  in  homage 
to  the  deeds  of  grandfathers  in  the  very  building  where  they  died.  The  ideals  on  which  their 
lives  were  builded  are  still  taught  in  Ole  Miss,  and  the  students  of  1925  glor\  in  the  valor  of 
the  boys  who  followed  Lee  and  Jackson.  When  Uncle  Sam  issued  the  call  in  '98  and  1917, 
sons  of   Ole   Miss  sought   to   emulate   their    lathers  in   deeds   of    lieroism.

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  and  Colleges  in  the  fall  of  1923,  an 
all-time  alumni  secretary  is  now  maintained  at  the  University,  to  cultivate  relations  between 
the  University  and  its  alumni.  Mr.  Jefferson  K.  Hamm  '17,  formerly  of  Meridian,  Mississippi, 
is  the  present  secretary.-  It  was  decided  that  one  of  the  first  things  necessary  to  be  done 
would  be  the  complete  reorganization  of  the  old  society  of  the  alumni,  which,  although  it  had 
been  in  existence  for  a  number  of  years,  had  become  inactive,  and  was  not  regarded  as  a 
representative  organization.  The  work  of  bringing  this  about  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  Hamm, 
and  at  a  meeting  of  the  alumni  during  the  1924  commencement,  at  which  there  were  about 
one  hundred  present,  new  officers  were  elected  and  the  actual  work  of  reorganization  begun. 
One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  new  president  was  the  appointment  of  an  executive  committee  and 
a  number  of  regional  vice-presidents.  The  work  of  the  organization  has  been  carried  forward 
through  the  alumni  office  under  the  direction  of  the  executive  committee  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  regional  vice-presidents.  Several  alumni  clubs  have  been  formed  in  the  state 
and  vicinity,  and  others  are  now  in  the  process  of  formation.  When  present  plans  are  carried 
out  the  University  will  be  able  to  boast  of  an  alumni  organization  second  to  none.  Aside  from 
the  reorganization  of  the  alumni,  the  Alumni  Office  has  co-operated  with  the  administration  of 
the  University  in  getting  the  sentiment  of  the  alumni  on  University  matters,  brought  about  class 
reunions,  aided  in  bringing  about  a  re-organization  of  the  athletic  committee  of  the  University, 
secured  alumni  representation  in  athletic  control,  established  an  annual  home-coming  of  alumni 
to  be  held  each  fall  during  one  of  the  home  football  games,  co-operated  with  student  organizations 
wherever  possible,  tried  to  keep  the  alumni  in  touch  with  the  University  and  its  activities,  and 
co-operated  with  the  various  departments  of  the  I'niversity  wherever  possible.  Thus  far  pleasing 
progress  has  been  made  along  all  lines,  and  the  work  has  already  begun  to  bring  results  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  future  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  University  is  assured.  Other  activities 
are  anticipated  and  the  general  belief  is  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  organized 
alumni   will   become  the   real   power  in   University   affairs  that   they   should.

The  liiiversity  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  spring  of  192).  were  featured  h\  the  reunion 
of  the  Class  of  1899,  the  first  gathering  of  its  kind  held  on  the  Ole  Miss  campu^.  (iraduates 
of  the  venerable  old  Mississippi  institution  of  twenty-five  years  ago  came  from  far  and  near  to 
pay  homage  to  their  Alma  Mater,  and  the  memorial  exercises  in  which  the  class  participated 
were  a  beautiful   tribute   to  those  school   days  of  by-gone  years. 

Distance  played  little  part  in  determining  what  members  of  the  old  class  would  be  present  to 
celebrate  their  graduation  of  a  (juarter-century  before.  Lamar  Hardy,  of  New  York,  returned 
to  his  native  state  for  the  occasion;  Hugh  H.  Posey,  of  Iowa,  drove  through  the  country  to  meet 
his  old  classmates  once  more.  Thomas  Dick  Davis,  I'nited  States  Consul  to  Calais,  France, 
joined  his  old  friends  on  the  campus  for  the  event.

A  youth  of  tlie  North  (Mine  Soiilli  and  coxcrcd  him>cll  with  lioiior  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
student  body  of  his  adopted  state  university  ovei  \vlielniingl\  voted  him  tlie  best  athlete  in  the  insti- 
tution. The  winner  of  this  signal  lioiior  is  Arthur  S.  Holf,  of  River  Forest,  Illinois.  "Art,"  better 
known  as  "The  Fightin'  Yankee,"  was  awarded  the  Norris  athletic  trophy,  which  is  given  to  the 
best  Red  and  Jilue  athlete.  The  loving  cup  is  awarded  for  excellence  in  scholarship  as  well  as  for 
ability  on   the  athletic  field. 

"Art"   established   his   claim   to   the  trophy   as   an   athlete  of   versatility   and    ability.     In   three 

forms  of  intercollegiate  athletics  he  represented  his  institution 
against  other  teams  of  the  South.  On  the  gridiron  he  made 
a  record  for  his  hard  fighting  and  consistent  work.  He  was 
equally  at  home  in  the  line  or  the  backfield,  and  his  playing 
was  one  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  team.  HoflF's 
laurels  in  basketball  are  in  no  way  inferior  to  those  won  on 
the  football  field.  His  playing  at  forward  has  placed  many 
games  on  the  safe  side  for  Ole  Miss,  and  he  was  a  leading 
figure  in  the  Red  and  Blue  play  at  Atlanta.  HofF  was  con- 
sidered the  be^t  tennis  player  on  the  campus,  and  he  repre- 
sented the  institution  in  the  state  tournament. 

"The  Fightin'  'N'ankee"  is  more  than  an  athlete,  for  he  is 
one  of  the  most  honored  students  of  the  university.  He  is 
universallv  recognized  as  a  representative  of  the  highest  type 
of  honor,  student  citizenship,  and  clean  athletics.  His  record 
at  Ole  Miss  has  been  one  of  honor,  a  memory  that  will  bring 
pleasure  in  the  years  that  are  to  come.  Graduation  takes  him 
back  to  the  North,  but  he  shall  ever  find  a  legion  of  friends 
in  the  state  of  his  college  days.

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The    Season    of    1924 
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Whenever  we  recall  football  of  1924,  we  will 
catch  glimpses  of  a  backfield  charging  through  the 
helpless  line  of  the  Choctaws,  and  of  Lacey  Biles 
madl}'  dashing  away  all  hopes  of  Millsaps  for  a 
chance  at  state  honors.  The  season  was  not  a 
glorious  success,  but  the  memory  of  these  last  games 
takes  away  much  of  the  pang  of  former  defeats. 
A  season  which  had  been  a  failure  in  many  ways 
came    to    a    conclusion    amid    well    earned    victory. 

Practice  began  on  September  i  with  a  new  coach 
in  charge,  and  the  s(iuad  filled  with  unbounded 
enthusiasm  for  a  winning  eleven.

After  Ole  Miss  had  failed  to  score  by  inches,  HoflF  received 
the  S.  P.  I',  punt  and  ran  forty  yards  ior  the  only  touchdown  of  the  game.  Akin  added  the 
extra  point. 

Again  A.  &  M.  proved  too  po\verful  for  the  Red  and  Blue,  and  tlu'  Ole  Miss  eleven  went 
down  before  the  Aggies,  20  to  o.  The  game  was  hard  fought  b\  both  teams,  with  Ole  Miss 
continually  on  the  defensive.  While  Ole  Miss  lost  the  football  game,  the  impression  of  University 
spirit  displayed  by  the  student  body  on  that  occasion  will  linger  with  the  eight  thousand  spec- 
tators forever.  Followers  of  the  Red  and  Blue  proved  themselves  more  loyal  in  defeat  than  in 
victory  b\  the  undying  support  given  the  team  throughout  the  game.  The  University  parade  was 
proclaimed  liy  Jackson  citizens  as  the  best  college  demonstration  ever  staged   in  Mississippi.

I'he  Maroon  game  proved  to  be  the  first  of  a  long  string  of  defeats  which  tore  the  hearts 
of  Ole  Miss  students  and  aluinni.  Arkansas  administered  the  same  score  to  the  Red  and  Blue 
at  Little  Rock.  However,  t)le  Miss  placed  a  good  game  and  did  well  to  hold  down  the  score 
against  a  team  \vhich  was  doped  to  swamp  the  boys  from  Oxford.  It  was  the  first  time  in  football 
history  that  Arkan>as  triumphed  over  the  Lniversity  of  Mississippi. 

The  Crimson  Tide  rolled  high  at  Montgomery  and  left  many  marks  on  the  battle-worn  Red 
and  Blue.  Wallace  Wade's  team  had  an  easy  day  and  scored  6i  points  during  the  afternoon. 
The  playing  of  Shed  Davis  was  the  onl\   bright  spot  for  Ole   Miss  in   the  Alabama   fracas. 

A  week  of  practice  seemed  to  have  removed  the  effects  of  the  Alabama  disaster,  and  the 
team    went   against    Sewanee    in    high    spirits.

20  to  o,  as  the  Red  and  Blue  defense  was  powerless.  This  was  indeed  the  worst  exhibition 
of  the  year  for  the  Mississippians. 

The  tide  began  to  show  signs  of  turning  in  the  Furman  game,  a  contest  which  Ole  Miss 
deserved  to  win.  After  gaining  more  ground  than  the  Hornets,  the  Mississippi  eleven  was  forced 
to  accept  a  7  to  2  decision.  The  Ole  Miss  offense  found  itself  at  (ireeiiville  and  began  a  march 
which  concluded  the  season  in  victory. 

The  defeat  of  the  Mississippi  College  Chocta\vs,  after  their  7  to  6  game  with  A.  &  M., 
was  the  greatest  feat  of  the  season.

The  lo  to  6  victory  of  the  University  over  Cy  Parks  and  Co.,  was  the  best  football  exhibition  of 
the  year   in  the   Magnolia  State. 

Ole  Miss  took  a  whirlwind  start  to  defeat  Millsaps  in  the  Turkey  Day  game  at  Jackson. 
On  the  first  play  after  the  kick-off,  I.acey  Biles  went  around  end  for  seventy-eight  yards  and 
a  touchdown.  The  scoring  for  the  day  was  over,  and  the  two  ele\ens  battled  desperateh'  for 
the  other   fifty-nine   minutes   of   play. 

As  the  last  scene  was  concluded  on  Thanksgiving  afternoon,  Ole  Miss  found  herself  entrenched 
in  second  place  in  the  state  title  race.  For  the  first  time  since  1919  the  Red  and  Blue  had 
vanfiuished  all  state  rivals  except  the  Aggies.  The  grand  finale  was  a  glorious  comeback,  all 
the  more  glorious  in  light  of  the  many  disappointments  that  greeted  the  Ole  Miss  gridders  in  1934.

•^^jEnmrn^  known  to  sport  writers  in  Atlanta,  and  the  Red   and 

Blue  was  conceded   little  chance   at  the  tourne\.     It 
was   an    upset   of    dope    when   the   Oxford    team    de- 
feated   the    V'irginia    Military    Institute    in   the    first 
game.     Mississippi    took    a    great    step    forward    th- 
iol lowing    evening    in    defeating    the    I'niversity    of 
\'irginia,  conqueror  of  South  Carolina  and   Auburn, 
by  the  decisive  margin  of  eight  poinis.      rulaiie  was 
too  fast  for  a  crippled  Mississippi  five,  and  Ole  Miss 
was  eliminated   by  the   Greenies  in  the  semi-finals. 
The  Red  and   Blue  did  not  wait  until  the  tournament  to  cover  itself  with  glory,  but  the  team 
had   amassed  an  impressive  string  of  victories  in   its  regular  playing  season.     In  a  total  schedule 
of  twenty-five  games,   seventeen   victories  were  brought   hoine  to   Oxford.     Only   three  of   the   de- 
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feats  were  by  more  than  four  points,  and  only  one  oppoiing  team  was  undefeated  at  the  hands 
of  the   Mississippians. 

No  Mississippi  basketball  team  has  played  under  as  many  handicaps  as  the  squad  of  '25.  The 
loss  of  Captain  Earl  Johnson  early  in  the  season  was  a  terrific  blow.  The  withdrawal  of  Smith- 
son  and  Reid  just  after  the  holidays  depleted  a  sijuad  which  was  already  badl\  in  need  of 
reserves.  Then,  just  before  the  last  A.  and  M.  game,  came  the  illness  of  'i5ob"  Johnson,  and  the 
services  of  this  stellar  forward  and  center  were  lost  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Had  Ole 
Miss  been  able  to  play  Johnson  at  Atlanta  the  record  of  the  Red  and  Blue  there  might  lia\e  been 
even    more    glorious. 

The  wonderful  record  made  is  a  tribute  to  the  spirit  of  Coach  Sullivan  and  the  men  \vho  com- 
posed the  team.  Amid  disheartening  reverses  they  never  gave  up,  and,  imbued  with  a  love  for 
Ole  Miss,  thev  strove  on  t)  greater  accomplishments.  In  tim.'s  of  di  trss  men  rise  to  greater 
heights,  and  this  occurred  with  the  Red  and  Blue  basketeers. 

The  season  opened  very  auspiciously  before  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  the  (piintct  took  two 
one-sided  games  from  Will-Mayfield  College  and  the  Bemis,  Tenn.,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  On  a  Christmas 
trip  the  team  lost  to  the  Memphis  "Y,"  but  won  from  the  Meridian  Athletic  Club  and  the  Laurel 
"^'.'  A  trip  through  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  just  after  the  team  returned  from  the  holidays 
was  unsuccessful,  (iames  \\ere  lost  to  X'anderbilt,  Temiessee,  and  Ke:it;ick\  b\  margins  of  one. 
two,  and  three  points. 

The  return  to  the  home  cage  started  the  team  on  its  road  to  victory,  and  Tulane  was  the  first 
to  fall  before  the  Red  and  Blue.  However,  the  Greenies  took  sweet  revenge  the  second  night. 
Union  dropped  two  games  to  Ole  Miss,  Ontenary  was  defeated,  and  NA'est  lennessee  Normal 
bowed  twice. 

Two  games  were  taken  t  rnni  Millsaps,  in  Jackson,  on  the  next  trip,  and  the  .'\ggies  defeated 
Ole  Miss  at  Starkville.  Memphis  "^"'  was  decisively  beaten  on  the  campus,  and  two  more  games 
were  won  from  Millsaps.  A.  and  M.  defeated  the  Red  and  Blue  in  the  final  game  of  the  season 
before  the  tournament.

Track  made  its  bow  to  Ole  Miss  students 
as  a  major  intercollegiate  sport  for  the  first 
time  in  1924  under  the  direction  of  Coach  K. 
P.  Vinsel.  Hitherto  no  comprehensive  track 
and  field  program  had  been  undertaken  by 
those  in  charge  of  Red  and  Blue  athletics. 
I  •m  Coach  Vinsel  scheduled  meets  with  neighbor- 

*.  M  ing  colleges,  and  launched  his  team  on  a  sound 

basis. 

An  inter-dormitory  meet  earh'  in  the  spriiig 
gave  an  impetus  to  the  sport.  Over  a  liun- 
dred  athletes  took  part  in  the  events  of  this 
first  intramural  track  carnival.  Center  Gor- 
don took  first  honors  with  59  points;  Lamar 
trailed  a  close  second  with  50J/  ;  West  Gor- 
don ran  a  good  third  with  40|j,  and  Odom 
took  fourth  place  with  27^  points. 

The  winners  in  the  dormitory  meet  made  good  with  the  varsity  squad,  and  Coach 
Vinsel  soon  had   a  nice-sized  grouji  of  likely  cinder  path  and   field   performers.      For 
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men  of  little  experience,  the  candidates  made  good  progress,  and  the  team  liung  up  a 
creditable  record  for  a  first  year  aggregation. 

West  Tennessee  Normal  came  to  the  campus  for  the  first  meet  of  the  season, 
and  lost  to  Ole  Miss  by  a  score  of  78  to  3y.  Only  four  first  places  were  taken  by 
the  visitors.

Ole  Miss  took  the  lead  in  the  field 
events,  but  her  runners  were  too  slow  to  cope  with  tlie  (ireenies.  Altliough  a  de- 
feat, the  meet  was  a  credit  to  the  university  scjuad  in  all  respects. 

The  university  entered  five  men  in  tlie  conference  meet  at  Montgomery,  but  the 
Ole  Miss  representatives  failed  to  take  a  first  place.     lne\iierience  failed  when  pitted

PRINCIPAI^S    IN    BROWN    MURDER    CASE 


BROWN'S  MURDERER 

NOT  GUILTY,  BUT  AL- 
TRUISTIC, SAYS  JURY 


(Editor's    Note:       Facts    in    Murder 
Case    As    FiTst    Reported.) 


I-ast  night  Holdon  Van  Kincan- 
non,  alias  Skeet  Kincannon.  shot 
and  killed  .Joseph  E.  Brown  in 
the  university  gymnasium  during 
the  process  of  a  basketball  game 
between  Union  College  and  Ole 
Miss.  The  shooting  occurred  im- 
mediately after  the  beginning  of 
the  second  half.  throwing  the 
crowd  into  a  panic.  Mr.  Brown 
was  seen  to  ad\'ance  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Kincannon,  who  charged, 
firing  on  Brown  with  a  pistol 
which  he  produced  from  his 
pocket.  Brown  fell  instantly,  shot 
above  the  he.art.  He  rose  before 
the  bystanders  could  rush  to  his 
assistance  and  gave  a  convulsive 
lurch  toward  the  door  through 
which  Mr.  Kincannon  was  nego- 
tiating a  hast.v  retreat.  Brown, 
breaking  from  the  grasp  of  those 
who  rushed  to  his  assistance,  gave 
a  wild  leap  into  the  air,  falling 
face  downward  on  the  floor,  and 
bleeding  profusely.  The  spccta- 
toi's  were  thrown  into  an  instant 
panic,  and  were  quieted  only  upon 
the  exercise  of  the  presence  of 
mind  of  Mr.  Shine  Morgan,  who 
hollered,  "Sit  down,  it's  just  Ecke 
Brown." 

Mr.  Bi'own  was  rushed  to  the 
University  hospital  by  Mr.  Henry 
.Mitchell  and  others.  It  was  im- 
mediately announced,  upon  a 
hasty  examination,  that  Mr. 
Brown  could  not  live,  whereupon 
Mr.  Henry  Greek  Mitchell  was 
heard  to  curse  horribly,  muttering 
something  about  Brown  owing  him 
thirty-five    cents. 

"He  shot  me  down  like  a 
dog,"  gasped  the  dying  Brown  to 
his  weeping  bride  of  two  weeks. 
The  awed  spectators  to  this  piti- 
ful scene  were  shocked  to  bear  the 
weeping  bride  scream,  "If  you'd 
only     have     gotten     that     haircut." 

Mr,  Brown  lived  several  hours 
after  the  shooting,  groaning  in 
the  most  pitiful  manner.  His 
grief-stricken  bride  hovered  solici- 
tously    over    him,     imploring     him 


not  to  leave  owing  everybody. 
Upon  being  asked  shortly  before 
his  death  if  there  was  anything 
he  wished,  Mr.  Brown  was  heard 
to  feebly  reply,  "Just  a  little  piece 
of    that    roast   I   smell   cooking." 

"Not  a  bit  of  it,  you  bum!" 
shrieked  his  bride,  "we're  saving 
that    for    your    bloody     wake." 

It  is  rumored  that  Mr.  Kincan- 
non, immediately  upon  shooting 
Mr.  Brown,  rushed  to  town,  where 
he  drowned  his  feeble  conscience 
in  a  i-oot  iteer.  This  matter  will 
be  looked  into  by  the  school 
authorities,  as  even  the  perpetra- 
tion of  a  homicide  is  not  regarded 
as  sufficient  excuse  for  such 
profligate     debaucher.v.

A  psychological  application  of  those  nemonic  attributes 
so  commonly  associated  with  this  all-important  sub  ect 
has  heretofore  failed  to  convey  to  the  cerebral  vicinities 
of  our  subscribers'  anatomies  even  the  most  minute  sug- 
gestion of  the  proper  interpretation  of  this  momentous 
question.

Professor  R.  L.  Sullivan,  who 
at  one  time  was  athletic  director 
here,  is  assisting  Homer  "Witch" 
Hazel  in  becoming  acquainted 
with  his  new  position,  and  has 
offered  a  number  of  suggestions 
to    the    new    mentor. 

According  to  Mr.  Sullivan,  pub- 
lic opinion  on  the  campus  de- 
mands that  all  schedules  should 
be  released  promptly  to  keep  the 
student  body  in  close  touch  with 
athletic  authorities.  During  his 
tenure  of  office,  he  declared,  all 
schedules  were  prepared  at  least 
one  year  in  advance,  and  his  sys- 
tem was  unusually  effective.

The  athletic  director  .should  de- 
fray all  expenses  of  this  service, 
he  said.  Selection  of  officials  for 
games,  both  on  the  campus  and 
abroad,  was  given  unusual  atten- 
tion   b.v    Mr.    Sullivan.

the  rich;  the  servant  would  rise 
above  the  master;  industry  would 
soon  desert  the  land;  commerce 
would  cease;  arts  and  sciences 
would  languish;  and  all  the  sacred 
relations  would  be  dissolved,  and 
scenes  of  havoc,  dissolution,  and 
death  ensue,  such  as  never  will 
visit  it  until  mankind  learn  to 
repose  their  destinies  upon  "those 
suggestions  emphatically  termed 
internal."  He  hurled  out  the 
challenge  that  from  all  these  evils 
there  is  a  secure  retreat  behind 
the  brazen  wall  of  the  bias  of 
jurisprudence,  and  with  a  tri- 
umphant flourish.  resumed  his 
seat. 

Then  followed  in  order  the  well- 
known  Roberts,  another  champion 
of  the  cause  of  suggestions,  who 
likened  the  progress  of  his  doc- 
trine to  the  speed  of  the  ray  of 
light  which  encircled  the  globe 
seven  times  in  a  second.  Just  so 
fast  would  the  light  of  his  preach- 
ments penetrate  the  thought  of 
every  darkened  nook  and  corner 
of   the   philosophy    of   mankind. 

Dick     Boone,     lineal     descendant 
of     the     pioneer     Daniel,     ran     the 
whole    gamut    of    human    emotions 
in     pleading     with     the     judges     to 
raise    aloft    in    victory    the    banner 
of  the  bias  of  jurisprudence.     But, 
quick    as    a    Hash,     the    ordinaril.v 
friendly      and       peaceable      Berry, 
with  the  glint   of  the  Bengal   tiger 
in   his   eye,    sprang   forth    from   his 
seclusion     and.      unsheathing      the 
battle     axe     of    his     logic,     hacked 
away    at    the    doctrine    of     Boone 
till    at    last   he    laid    it   low    in    the 
carnage    of   verbal    conflict.      Then, 
in  turn,  arose  the   formidable  Cox, 
who     declared     that     the    question 
was  paradoxical  and  should  not  be 
discussed;     that     upon     giving     ex- 
pression   to   internal    suggestion,    it 
eo    instanto    lost    its    character    as 
such     and     became     external.       He 
painted    a   dismal   picture   of   what 
would   result   should    internal    sug- 
gestions   prevail.      The    shrieks    of 
women    and    the    screams    of    chil- 
dren  would   be   drowned    amid    the 
clash     of     swords     and     the     can- 
non's peal;    and   Liberty,   mantling 
her    face    from    the    horrid    scene, 
would     spread     her     golden-tinted 
pinions,     and    wing    her     flight     to 
some  far-distant  land,  and— but   m 
the     beginning     of     his     perorati.m. 
Cox    sprained    a    tonsil    and    had    to 
be     carried    from    the    fray.       But 
his  mighty  effort  was  lost.   Amidst 
a    brcathlessness    of    suspense    the 
chair     announced      a     two     to     one 
decision    for    internal    suggestions, 
and    thus    w»s   put   to    •■<;«t    f'^;'" 
the    question    that    has    baffled    the 
centuries. 

The  deep  logic  of  those  famous 
arguments  will  roll  unceasingly 
down  the  corridors  of  time.  De- 
scription fails  the  writer.  Pnnt 
is  cold  and  lifeless,  while  that  his- 
tory-making debate  was  alive 
with  the  divine  heat  of  eloquence. 
As  compared  with  it,  the  little 
dispute  between  Douglass  and 
Lincoln  was  as  a  mere  dialogue 
between  Alphonse  and  Oaston. 
Oh  that  we  had  the  power!  We 
would  place  one  foot  on  the 
loftiest  peak  of  the  craggy 
Rockies,  the  other  on  the  tower- 
ing Alps;  we  would  pitch  our 
tongue  into  the  lurid  lightnings 
and  our  voice  Into  the  fathomless 
oceans,  and  we  would  proclaim  to 
all  the  world  the  thrills  of  that 
glorious    conflict.
